Two  Grafton  teams  competed  in  the 
Odyssey  of  the  Mind  regional  competition 
held  at  Shrewsbury  Middle  School  on  Sat- 
urday, March  30.  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  is  a 
creative  problem  solving  program  intend- 
ed to  enhance  innovative  thinking  with 
special  emphasis  on  team  work.  All  ideas 
must  originate  through  team  dynamics 
and  all  work  must  be  done  by  the  team. 
The  program  is  sponsored  by  IBM. 

At  the  start  of  the  program  the  teams 
may  choose  from  4  long  term  problems, 
Grafton's  choices  Give  and  Go  and  Supei 
Collider. 

The  Give  and  Go  team  members  were 
required  to  make  4  separate  devices  thai 
relay  tennis  balls  from  different  locations 
into  4  separate  targets.
